THREATEN STARVING MAN 
INTO TAKING FOOD TO LIVE. 


Osceola, Ia, Individual Is Frightened 
by Committee, Eats, Becomes Ill, and 
May Die Anyhow. 


Osceola, Ia., Sept. 2—[Special.}—Threat- 
ened by a delegation of citizens with re- 
moval to an asylum for the insane, Charles 
Armstrong, the. wealthy old man who has 
fasted for thirty-three days, today consented 
to take food. Nouri¢hment was adminis- 
tered by a physician and made Armstrong 
violently ill; His stomach thus far has failed 
to retain any stimulants, and it is believed 
the action of the neighbors came too late. 

Armstrong, who set'out Aug. 1 to starve 
himself, had declared that he would die Sun- 


‘day, had disposed of his property, and. se- 


lected his lot in the cemetery. When a cit- 
izens’ committee called at his home today, 
however, and informed him that unless he 
consented to take nourishment he would be 
removed at once to an asylum, he was 
frightened into submission. 

It is believed that Armstrong allowed the 
nourishment to be administered in order to 
rid himself of the presence of the commit- 
tee, and that he will carry out his deter- 
mination “2 die by aeerynien.

Cifariello, who is one of the foremost men 
of his line in ftaly; has been rising steadily 
for years, but recently reached the zenith of 
his career when he exeeuted the monument 
to King Humbert, unyeiled: at Bari by the 
present king of Italy. The striking quali- 
ties of the work aroused ihtense enthusiasm. 


| The king personally congratulated the sculp- 


tor, who was carried shoulder high by the 
crowd amid ringing cheers.’ 

It is probable, however, that his hour of 
triumph was poisoned to‘its hero by the do- 
megtic bitterness which has ruined his life 
for so many years, and’ which has now-ended 


in a shocking tragedy. 


Cifariello shot his wife; who had been un- 
faithful to him, at the Pension Mascotte, sit- 
uated at Posilippo, the famous suburb of 
Naples, which is the center of one of the mongt 
beautiful regions in the world. 

Signora Cifariello, who was possessed ‘of 
rare beauty, Was a singer in a French café 
concert at the time when the Italian sculptor 
fell in love with and marfied her. That was 
twelve years ago. 


Loved His Unfaithful Wife. 


Cifariello was passionately in love with 
his wife, whose maiden.name was Marie de 
Brahon, and a portrait bust which he made 
of her is one of his finest works. Infidelity 
after infidelity; however, ‘was committed by 
Signora Cifariello, the affair which led her 
husband to kill her having been with one 
of the sculptor’s Mmtimaté friends. 

Cifariello had had his suspicions for some 
time; which had growh more definite within 


the last fortnight at the beginning of which, 


he left Rome, ‘where he has his studio, and 
went for a holiday to the:Pension Mascotte, 
near Naples. Therg he ‘was joined by. his 
wife almost immediately,: 

A few days after, however, Cifariello went 
on to the Vesuyius hermitage for a few days, 
when his wife .remainéd behind, for the ex- 


press purpose, it is believed, of carrying on ° 


the intrigue in which she was engaged. 

Cifartello, however, returned unexpectedly 
and surprised the pair together. An angry 
scene followed, after which the lover fled to 
Rome. Signora Cifariellé vowed to follow 
him by the eafliest train ‘next morning, and 
in the Meanwhile bought a small revolver. 


Tries, to Commit Suicide. 


At 4 in the morning; several: pistol shots 
were heard in the. room occupied in the 
Pension Mascotte by the sculptor and his 
wife, and when the door was forced the 

woman was found dead with three bullet 
wounds in her’ breast and one in her arm. 

At her feet 'was the small revolvér she 
had bought, of which all the chambers were 
loaded, and’ further off ‘lay another with 
which the deed had been committed, Signor 
Cifaricllo, in a frenzy, was calling for med- 
ical aid and declaring that it was he who 
had shot his. wife. 

‘** But she withed it,’? he said; 
me to it.’’ 

On learning that his wife was dead the 
sculptor made ’for. the’ window with the in- 
tention of flinging himself, out, but was 
seized by the hotel servants and held until 
the appearance of the police. —

Death if No Marriage. 

Following on a fina} rejection, Ah Jhye, who 
is extremely hot tempered, told the girl that 
he would kill hér if she’ would not marry 
him, and would-also ruin her father. 

This threat, frightened the, young woman, 
who went to the Shwe Dagon pagoda, not to 
worship, but to take’counsel from her uncle, 
who is the head poongi (priest) of the pagoda. 

As she was. about to return home Ah Jhye 
met her outside the doors of the pagoda. . 
Fiercely attacking the servants with a lath, 
a thick stick studded with nails, he soon 
fought his way to their young mistress. 

Lifting her easily with one hand, he cleared 
a path with his stick to a carriage he had in 
waiting, and springing into the vehicle shout- 
ed to the driver to whip up Ris horses. Twenty 
mounted men, armed with swords and guns, 
dispersed the crowd which had collected, and 
placing themselves on either side of the car- 
riage galloped away to the north of the city, 
where a great jungle gave immediate shelter 
to the fugitives.

‘Holstein, and had appealed'in despair to Em- 


-péror Napoleon, and to Queen Victoria in 


person to mediate with Germany and Aus- 
tria, that peace was finally brought about. 


Victoria's Role in 1871. 


In 1871 it was Queen Victoria again who, 
after the offers made by her liberal govern- 
ment to mediate between France and Ger- 
many had been disdainfully declined by Bis- 
marck. herself personally intervened in the 
role of peacemaker, appealing directly to 
her son-in-law, Emperor Frederick, then 
crown prince, and to old Emperor William, 
who had been not merely a near relative of 
her lamented husband but also his most 
trusted condidant and _= intimate friehd, 
With her customary sagacity, however, 
Victoria did not neglect Bismarck in the 

tter, and sent to him na full/fiedged am- 
dor nor conspicuous statesman, but a 
young secretary of embassy, Bdward Malet. 
whose father, old Sir Alexander Malet, had 
been one of the closest and dearest friends of 
the great chancellor, Edward Malet himself 
having been known and held in much affec- 
tion by the Bismarcks ever since his earliest 
childhood. It was Edward Malet who, by 
direction of the queen, brought a letter 
which he had previously eh weary from 
avre, head of the provisional govern- 
~— f France, asking through him whether 
he (Bismarck) would be willing toa confer 
with the writer on the conditions of a " armig- 
tice -and of eventual peace. The Malet in 
question, who was thus the instrument of 
Queen Victoria in initiating the pdace be- 
tween France and Germany, is now Sir Ed- 
ward. Malet, having retired full of honors 
from the post of ambassador to Berlin. 


How Bismarck Checked Russia. 


2 


It was Bismarck who assumed the role of 


mediator in the war between Russia and 
Turkey in 1877. The victorious Russian army 
had been halted under the walls pf Con- 
stantinople by the threat of England to send 
her fleet to the Bosporous and to declare 
war upon. Russia if she moved a step forward 
into the Turkish capital, or attempted to en- 
force the conditions which she had imposed 
upon the sultan by the humiliating treaty of 
San Stefano. At that moment Rismarck jn- 
tervened, and with the object of preventing 
what bade fair to develop into a Buropean 
conflagration, suggested the revision of the 
treaty of San Stefano and the settlement of 
the differences between Russia and Great, 
Br'tain by a congress of the great powers at 
Berlin. This congress, presided over by the 
ehancelior, robbed Russia of most of the 
fruits of her victories. It gave satisfaction to 
none, and there is no doubt that it contributed 
in no small degree to the gross maladmin- 
istration and to the terrible perseeution of 
Christians which haye continued during the 
last five and twenty years in Armenia and in 


the European provinces of the sultan. 


Germany, it is true, obtained no territorial 
advantages through the congrese, but may be 
said to have found her advantages in the 
damage which she was able to inflict upon 
Russia, of whom she then stood in fear; in the 
prestige which she obtained by the recogni- 
tion of Berlin as the hub and center of the 
political universe, and by. the privileged posi- 
tion ‘which she attained throughout the orient 

as the principal protector of the sultan and

CHOLERA. 

There is cholera in Manila and in Prus- 

ais, but there is slight danger of the dis- 
@ase reaching the United, States. The 
German imperial health office says that in 
spite. of the heavy emigration by way of 
Hamburg and Bremen, Americans need not 
be alarmed. The German ¢fficials promise 
to take every precaution and no, doubt they 
will, They are intelligent: and conscien- 
tious. The Améerican offi¢ials also wil] 
exert themselves, It. is enough to have 
yellow fever cases at New Orleans. 
_ The cholera undoubtedly reached Prussia 
from Russia, although the Russian health 
department says the empire is free from 
the disease. Early in the'year the Rus- 
sian physicians were greatly disturbed by 
the likelihood of a cholera epidemic in 
provinces where there had been crop fail- 
nres and the pedsants were on the verge 
of starvation. Tht fears may have been 
excessivép.for little has been said about the 
The Russian gov- 
ernment is not s@ prompt, however, about 
giving publicity to matters of that kind 
or about adopting sanitary: precautions as 
the German government is. Apparently 
the cholera crept along from the Caucasus 
to Prussia without attracting the attention 
of the Russian authorities, ' 

The outbreak at Manila indicates that 
the disease, which raged in Luzon a few 
years ago, was not thoroughly stamped ont. 
The sanitary officials in the island are 
better prepared to deal with the epidemic 
than they were when they first had to deal 
with it. They may be able to prevent its 
spread in Luzon. However that may be, 
the disease certainly will ‘not reach this 
country from that quarter.

six years ago and declared for a level canal. 
The matter has been the subject of study 
and discussion a good share of the time 
ever since. Two French commigsions of 
engineers and the fitst American canal com- 
have recommended a canal with 
locks, and the prepanderance of expert opin- 
ion has been decisively in favor of such a 
canal. Last spring, howeyer, the commit- 
tee of engineers of the second American 
canal commission, Lone ae of Gen, Davis 
and Messrs. Burr and Parsoris, submitted 
a report favoring a sea level canal. It was 
said new data had been secured which 
ed that such a canal could be built in 
ten twelve years at a cost of $230,500,000. 
This report, which differed so widely from 
every past one, led Presiddnt Roosevelt to 
assemble the commission now in session and 
have the entire ground thoroughly traversed 
once more. The plan which congress 
adopted, and under which work has been 
carried on gt Panama, is the lock canal plan 
recommended by the first American commis- 
sion. The presjdent wishes to be sure the 
best scheme practicable has been adopted, 
or to make such changes as may be desir- 
able before going much farther. 

The question of sea level or lock is one 
which must be settled by the engineers. 
But laymen have a right to an opinion con- 
cerning the length of time it should take 
to settle such a question, and their opinion 
is that the matter has been in suspense long 
enough, and that, with the enormous mass 
of data which has been collected for more 
than a quarter of @ century, the present 
commission of engineers should be able to 
come, in a comparatively short time, to an 
: intelligent decision which shall be a finality. 
The engineers’ report mist be submitted to 
the canal commission. The canal commis- 
sion must then report on the engineers’ re- 
port to the president. It is for the presi- 
dent and congress finally to determine how 
the canal shall be built. There will be pop- 
ular disappointment if this is not done dur- 
ing the next session of congress. 


“RED TAPE.” 

What some men, watching the methods of 
government employés, contemptuously call 
“ red tape ” others call “ order,” “* system,” 
**a complete record.” There is a good 
as well as a bad side to the elaborate ways 
of transacting business which are in vogue 
in the departments at Washington, While 
there is much fussy, dilatory correspond- 
ence between bureaus and departments 
which are only a few steps apart, yet all 
the facts in the history of a case are put in 
writing and are preserved for future refer- 
ence if desired. Nothing has been settled 
in a conversation about which there may 
be a disagreement. Everything has been 
written down. 

When Edwin M. Stanton became secre- 
tary of war he thought there was too much 
red tape in the department. It seemed to 


him that it interfered with the speedy dis- 


patch of business. It soon became ap- 
parent that without some red tape it was 
impossible to keep track of business. The 
records were imperfect. There was un- 
certainty as to why certain things had been 
erdered done. The netyw methods which 
were called business like proved in time to 
be unbusiness like. There was a reversion 
to the established routine, for it was dis- 
covered that an oflice without any red tape 
is worse than a book without an index. 

There is in every large business estab- 
lishment much of what outsiders are in- 
clined to call red tape. Men who wish to 
collect money of railroads or express com- 
panies complain as bitterly of their dilatory 
routine as men who have claims against the 
government complain of, its slow methods. 
It seems to the claimants that there is too 
much calling for reports and too much cor- 
respondence. 

Where there is no red tape fnbutide en- 
sues. There used to be none in some of the 
city ball bureaus, the building inspection 
one, for instance. Reports were made ver- 
bally often instead of in writing. The files 
were not kept in shape, It was impossible 
to find out what had been done. A well 
regulated government, tnunicipal or nation- 
al, must have some red tape. 

The difficulty is to have the necessary 


‘quantity and no more. Doubtless there is 


too much in the government departments 
at Washington. But to fix the proper_limit 
and devise a plan for keeping officials within 
it will baffle the ingenuity of President 
Roosevelt’s red tape commission. 


A LAW. AGAINST PRIVATE GRAFT. 

Grafting is not confined to public business. 
It is sometimes carried 6n on a grander scale 
in public than in private affairs, but there is 
much of it in private business, and there is 
reason to believe there will be more if some- 
The wholesale merchant

Secret Unknown 3,000 Years Ago. 


The last important discovery was made a, short time 
ago, when Egyptologists uncovered a stele in front of 
the great figure and learned that there had be¢n a Roman 
altar between! the paws. This gave some ¢clew as to the 
age of the Sphinx,’ as the stele showed ‘that in 4428 B.C. 
as little was known about it and its origin as is now known. 

The stele was erected by Pharaoh Tahutmes IV., son of 
Amenhotep II., and grandson of the great Queen Hatshep- 
sut. Upon the stele Tahutmes wrote a short story, or 4 
legend of one of his own adventyres, which has been

This custom varies in the different ¢antons, but there 
are two rites which are generally observed, in one ef which 
the suitor assumes his national masculine arrogance, while

In the former case the bride's friends find, upon reaching 
their destination with the dowry chest, that the bridegroom's 
door is shut against them. Meekly they inquire at his win- 
dow how the piece of furniture is to be brought jin.

But where the dimpling profession earns the surgery part 
of its name is in the fact: that many dimples are actuaily 
made by surgical operations. Often it is too difficult to 
make a dimple by compression, and a more elaborate method 
is necessary. 

The operation is like this. The doctor selects a spot upon 
the middle of the chin, just where a muscle can be reached. 
With a slender, sharp instrument he digs a hole in the 
mustle. It is a small muscle and the cut is a tiny one. But 
it does the work. The musdle is cut and the skin is then 
eovyered with antiseptic gauze and allowed to heal. When 
it is well again there will be a pronounced dimple, which 
will remain forever. 

A dimple is really @ scar: caused by a defective muscle. 
But it is a becoming scar. Nature implants it in many a chin. 
But when she does not do so, the scar or dimple is easily 
made. In the hands of a good surgeon there will be no ex- 
terior scar, but merely the dimple. The outside will heal 
smooth, eyen, and beautiful, and surgical dimples are in 
all cases permanent and more satisfactory than forced 
depressions,

The dimple surgeon's outer office is a crowded room. 
Women seem not to get enough of them nor to get them 
deep enough. They are made around the mouth, in the 
cheeks, in the center of the chin, and in the shoulder. 

They can 
be put almost wherever they are wanted. 

A book has. appeared on how to use dimples. It 
was printed in French and was designed for dimple faced 
beauties. The beauty was adyised to show all of her dimples 
ail the time, ‘‘ for nothing can be more attractive.’’ 

*"When you dimple, try to dimple so that you illuminate 
your whole face. Let it fairly break out in dimples.” 

“Learn to dimple often. There is a particular trick in 
this.

There are women who petfume their dimples, but this is a 
fad like the perfuming of the hands.

Seven Washings in One Day. 

With her work already gathered in the house, thig woman 
dees all of her seyen washings on Monday. Although ghe 
handles sometimes 800 pieces, they are of sugh fineness and 
lightness that this is the easiest day in the week, With help 
at the wringer she is through, with the clothes in the last 

water, and kerchiefa and small unstarched pieces that dry 
quickly are hung out by four o'clock in the afternoon. The 
next morning she begins with starehing and hanging out 
doing enough sprinkling that day and every evening to get 
one or two lots of ¢lothes ready to take home each night. 
She has finished by Friday night and has Saturday to work 
for herself, having worked at the clothes only five days in the 
week at an average of ten hours a day, with expenses, that 
do not exceed over $2.50. At the same time the clothes are 
beautifully done, so’ much better, in fact, than in the ordi- 
nary laundry that she told me that when once in a pinch 
she sent something t@ the laundry she would not take it home 
before “ dumping it into the tub,” as she expressed it, and 
doing it all over again, The laces ate all worked over and 
pulled out by the fingering process, Ribbons are taken out of 
lingerie and washed and ironed separately, mbroideries 
are ironed on the wrong side. In addition, her work is that 
much better than laundry work because the elethes are 
handled gently in the washing, are dried out of doors, and 
are not done by machinery. 
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Por all this, and in spite of the fact that some of her 
Customers pay often as high as $3.50 a week for their little 
bundle of personal lingerie, her charges are moderate beside 
those asked for the same things when done by the average 
laundry.

The accumulation of bottles, itself suggests 
taking to drink on the part df anybody a good house- 
keeping instincts, will make good money returns, especially 
if their contents have been of the thirst quenching variety. 
In the ittle publications which are gotten out by large gro- 
ceries the rebate, running up as high often as $2 on a case, 
ig stated in terms that pays the householder to remember, 
that is, if he buys domestic articles.

The woman philosophically matched it by a lit- 
tle way of her own in appearing not to notice, and as a con- 
sequence, in spite of the horror of her friends, got from §3 
to $5 worth of washing done for $1.50, with about 25 cents’ 
worth of groceries thrown in. 

This principle of working for people they like with a price 
scale which is arbitrary is found in all stages of taking in 
warhing, even to methods of counting by the dozen. An old 
couple owning a little home, who succeed in making $5 or $6 
a week, with the husband working at home to help with the 
wushing for the first two days, and carrying the wash back 
and forth to places where he does scrubbing and job work 
the rest of the week, have a scale of their own which is a 
sample. They charge 50 cents a dozen for everything, count- 
ing handkerchiefs and small articles, too, as one. Waists are 
extra from 10 to 145 cente, and big petticoats are worth 2 
cents. This couple combine forces by his coming home from 
his hour work and ironing sheets, handkerchiefs, and "' plain"

- Seeking his advice or his services. The sight 


of an idle man in the professions instantly 
creates a bad impression on the caller. The 
thought naturally arises ‘that the man must 
be either incompetent or otherwise lack the 
qualities that attract and retain patronage. 
Despite the fact that it is a laudable ‘enter- 
prise to help’a beginner, and that the begin- 
ner may be just as competent as the estab- 
lished man, and that because of a scarcity 
of business he can afford to give moreatten- 
tion to his clients and their affairs, the fact 
remains that people are prone to pass him 
by. If he “looks busy ’’ when they call on 
him the impression is at once created that 
he is established. They renain and give him 
their business. 

As applied to stores the dite is even néore 
true than in the case of the professional man. 
The store of deserted appearance will remain 
deserted until it changes that appearance. 
The office that looks as if a charge or a bill 
had not been made out there in a month will 
never attract any orders The salesroom 
where the air of *‘ nothing doing ” 4s appar- 
ent to every observer is not the kind of a 
place where sales are mage.

How to Get That Busy Look. 


How a man may keep himself and his place 
of business looking busy is a question that 
will naturally arise. It is obvious that he 
can concoct no elaborate scheme for the 
deception of his callers even were this de- 
sirable, which it is not. ‘But if he be a man 
of resource, the kind of a man to whom suc- 
cess is possible, he will possess the requisite 
ingenuity to im some manner convey the 
‘busy "’ impression to those who step with- 
in the doors of his plafe.

T is often supposed that the commercial 
value of an inyention is in some way 
related to the amount of ingenuity dis- 
played. ‘That this.is by no means necesa- 
sarily true may be seen from the following 

examples of inventions which, although at 
first sight of a trivial character, have never- 
theless proved sg cee apa of arent commer- 
cial value. 

The manufacture of ensilage—viz. : com~ 
pressed fodder, or as it has been facetiously 
styled, ‘‘ pickled grass,” was usually effected 
by compressing the grass in a tank or silo, 
either by means of ‘weights, or of screw 
pressure exerted from above. The. idea oc- 
curred to an inventive mind of securing one 
end of @ chain to the bottom of the silo, and 
compressing the ensilage by means of a 
screw device attached to the other end of the 
chain. 

It was usual to disinfect clothing by sub- 
mitting it, while contained in a steam tight 
vessel, to the action of dry or superheated

steam. In corisequence of condensation, 
however, the articles thus treated were fre- 
quently injured by the action of moisture, 
until it octurred to an inventor to provide 
the apparatus with a steam jacket. 

Another patent had reference to improve- 
ments in swivels, which, however, were ap- 
parently’ so insignificant that no one but an 
expert could distinguish. between the old 
‘swivel and the new one. 

In each of these cases the patent, notwith- 
standing its apparently trifling character, 
proved of sufficient value to justify the ex- 
penditure of tens of thousands of dollars in 
lawsuits to maintain its validity xn to re- 
strain infringement. 

These few ¢xaziples may suffice to show 
that the main consideration with reference 
to an invention is, not whether it is highly 
ingenious, but whether it satisfies a need, 
and that a simple invention may, provided 
this last condition is complied with, turn out 
to be highly remunerative.

The printing business of a firm is as eagerly 
sought after as patent medicine testimo- 
nials. He who tries to be a jow printer in a 
large city without having som» special guar- 
anteed busifiess is going to feel what it is to 
be left in the race for trade. If a man has 
several sources for securing good, substan- 
tial orders regularly there is no reason why 
he cannot make money doing job printing. 
While the prices on cheaj, work are cut to 
such a figure as to leave almost no profit, 
good work is still at a price where it yields 
a@ good, even excellent, profit to the printer.

Many Start at Home. 

One of the favorite means of starting in this 
line now is to “ start at home.” A man with 
a spare room, loft, or a good basement, puts 
in a small hand press, a few fonts of type and 
takes orders for small printing among his 
friends and business acquaintances. As a 
fad this is one of the most profitable imag- 
inable. One of the most remarkable ex- 
amples of a fad turned into a life vocation 
is that of a dry goods clerk who in his young 
days had acted as printer's devil on the smail 
“home” newspaper, and who took up the 
work of doing little jobs of printing at home 
evenings more as a matter of recreation 
than anything else. Besides it happened he 
had a wide circle of acquaintances who need- 
ed work done, it was not long before he was 
ready to quit his job and devote his entire 
time to his fad. Now he employs twelve men 
and wears the raiment that indicates pros- 
perity and much of it on the part of the 
wearer. He made $5,000 clear in the first two 


years that he was in the business and his
